Gentlemen, 

It  is  once  more  my  duty  to  submit  for  your  considera¬ 
tion  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  District 
as  well  as  the  year’s  workings,  its  bearings  upon  the  vital 
Statistics,  and  our  control  over  the  Infectious  or  Zymotic 
diseases. 

Population. — It  is  always  a  difficult  matter  to  accu¬ 
rately  estimate  the  Population  of  a  Town  annually.  There  are 
so  many  factors  to  take  into  consideration  in  a  manufacturing 
town.  This  year  I  am  adding  too  to  the  population.  I  do  not 
think  there  has  been  any  exodus  from  the  District,  and  with  the 
working  again  of  the  Collieries  a  few  families  have 
returned.  The  number  of  births  over  deaths  being  115,  and 
there  having  been  23  more  births  in  1903  than  1902,  it  is  fair  to 
assume  that  the  population  is  increasing,  not  decreasing. 

Births  . — During  the  year,  299  births  (164  males,  135 
females)  have  been  registered.  The  birthrate  for  the  year  is  at 
the  rate  of  26.00  per  1000,  for  1902  it  was  24.24.  The  birthrate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  28.4

Deaths  — We  will  now* 

turn  our  attention  to  the  deaths 

that  have  taken  place,  and  compare  their  numbers  and  causes, 
etc.,  with  those  of  previous  years —There  have  been  184  deaths 
registered,  103  males,  81  females.  Of  these,  8  (7  males  and  1 
female)  were  non-residents, — 4  from  Ravensthorpe,  1  from 
Liversedge,  1  from  Batley,  1  from  Heckmondwike,  and  1 
unknown.  Again  there  were  4  deaths  (2  males  and  2  females) 
of  residents  dying  at  the  West  Riding  Lunatic  Asylum.  Also 
there  were  3  deaths  (1  male,  2  females)  from  Smallpox  at 
Dewsbury.  There  were  no  deaths  at  the  Union  Workhouse. 
Thus  deducting  *the  8  deaths  and  adding  the  7,  we  reduce  the 
number  to  183  the  correct  deathrate  for  the  year  being  15.91. 
The  deathrate  for  England  and  Wales  is  15.4,  this  being  the 
lowest  deathrate  ever  recorded  for  England  and  Wales.

There  have  also  been  7  deaths,  mostly  children,  of  a  tuber¬ 
culous  character. 

Pneumonia,  Pleurisy,  Bronchitis,  and  Broncho- 
Pneumonia — 32  deaths,  21  from  Bronchitis,  7  from  Pneu¬ 
monia,  and  3  from  Broncho-Pneumonia.  19  were  males,  13 
females.  In  1902  there  were  35,  and  in  1901  32  deaths  from 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  system.  The  deaths  occurred  in  the 
following  months.

Inquests.  — 15  inquests  have  been  held  during  the  year  on 
11  males,  and  4  females  —  2  males  were  non-residents,  7  of  these 
deaths,  all  males,  were  due  to  accidents,  e.g.  1 — concussion  of 
the  brain,  &c.,  from  falling  down  a  hoist.  2 — fractured  spine 
from  fall  of  roof  in  a  coal  mine.  3 — a  child  accidentally  fell  into 
the  river  (a  non-resident).  4 — a  fractured  thigh,  an  old  man,  75, 
years,  falling  down  steps.  5 — a  Teamer  fell  off  his  cart.  6 — a 
Railway  man  (a  Guard)  killed  by  a  passing  train  in  a 
dense  fog.  7 — a  young  man,  fractured  spine  while  playing  foot¬ 
ball.  8 — a  man,  aged  65  years,  committed  suicide  by  hanging, 
occupation  farmer.

1  think  this  year  a  slight  alteration  should  be  made  in  the 
tabulated  list  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  disease,  if  we  are  to  have 
an  exact  record  that  will  serve  not  only  for  the  present  time, 
but  also  for  future  reference.  I  therefore  propose  giving  two 
lines  for  those  Fevers  which  are  generallv  removed  to  the 
Fever  Hospitals.  Some  in  1903  were  removed  out  of  the  Town¬ 
ship,  and  ought  to  be  included  in  our  returns.  Another  year 
Scarlet  Fever  must  be  separated.

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Whooping  Cough 
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Smallpox. — There  have  been  six  cases  of  this  disease 
during  the  year  -4  males,  2  females.  Two  had  been  vaccin¬ 
ated;  one  death,  a  male  51  years  of  age,  vaccinated  in  infancy. 
The  other  also  a  male,  15  years  of  age,  a  very  mild  case. 

The  other  four  were  unvaccinated,  two  deaths,  both  females, 
one  aged  32,  the  other  aged  14.  The  mortality  has  been  very 
high,  viz  :  50  per  cent.  We  were  never  able  to  ascertain 
exactly  where  the  Infection  was  caught,  the  disease  being  then 
very  prevalent  in  Dewsbury,  it  is  more  than  probable  they 


caught  the  infcetion  from  there.  However,  I  think  you  will  all 
agree  with  me  that  the  measures  adopted  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  disease  were  very  successful,  we  had  not  a  second  case 
occurring  in  the  same  house  nor  its  immediate  neighbourhood. 


The  ist  case  occurred  on  May  12th.

Scarlet  Fever. — 11  cases,  (6  males,  5  females)  no  deaths, 
all  treated  at  the  Crossley  Hospital.  It  is  much  more  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  all  parties,  and  there  is  not  nearly  as  much  risk  of  the 
disease  spreading  if  the  case  is  removed  at  once.  You  will  see 
by  the  annexed  table  1903  compares  very  favourably  with  the 
last  7  years.  The  disease  broke  out  in  the  following  places  :  — 
Flash  Lane,  Northorpe,  Crossley  Lane,  Sunny  Bank  Road  (this 
was  imported,  and  really  a  non-resident),  Old  Bank,  Know/1, 
and  Bracken  Hill. 
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Diphtheria  8t  Membranous  Croup. — 6  cases  (4  m  ales, 
2  females),  1  death.  In  1902  there  were  no  cases.  This  disease 
appeared  at  the  following  places  and  time  : — January  2,  at  Lower 
Hopton.  February  1,  at  Lower  Hopton  (died),  April  1,  at  KnowL 
Sep.  3,  at  Flash  Lane,  Snake  Hill,,  and  Upper  Hopton.

Typhoid  Fever*. — 5  cases — 3  males,  2  females,  1  death. 
In  1902,  3  cases — 2  males,  1  female,  no  death.  In  1901,  6  cases, 
2  deaths.  There  were  2  cases  at  Upper  Hopton  in  April,  sisters, 
both  recovered.  1  went  to  Crossley  Hospital.  1  in  July,  at 
Lower  Hopton,  treated  at  home,  recovered.  1  in  October,  from 
Upper  Row,  removed  to  Crossley,  this  case  proved  fatal.  1  in 
November,  from  West  End,  also  removed  to  Crossley,  recovered. 
You  are  again  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  almost  immunity  from 
this  disease, 

Whooping  Cough.— -6  deaths — 3  males,  3  females.  3  of 
the  deaths  were  infants  under  1  year,  and  the  other  3  under  2. 
'This  disease  was  very  prevalent  in  March  and  April  at  Lee  Green 
and  Old  Bank  Road,  5  of  the  6  deaths  occurring  in  that  locality. 
The  other  death  took  place  at  Knowl  in  December. 

Sufficient  care  is  not  taken  to  keep  the  children  suffering  from 
Whooping  Cough  at  home,  they  should  not  be  allowed  to  go  out, 
taking  cold  themselves,  and  infecting  others. 

M  easles. —  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease  during  the 

year. 

Erysipelas. — 10  cases,  no  deaths.— 3  males,  7  females.  In 
1902,  10  cases,  1  death.  In  1901,  8  cases,  no  deaths.  There  were 

2  cases  in  May,  1  in  July,  1  in  August,  1  in  September,  3  in  Oct., 
and  1  in  Dec.  Ages — infant,  4  years,  7  years,  16  years,  19  years, 
26  years,  46,  2  at  50.  1  at  67,  and  in  the  following  places — 2  at 
Nettleton  Road,  1  at  Battyeford,  1  at  Lower  Hopton,  1  at  Town- 
gate,  2  at  Greenside,  1  at  Old  Bank  Road,  r  at  Fenton  Folly,  1  at 
Northorpe. 

Diarrhoea.  (Zymotic  Enteritis) — 6  cases,  4  infants  under  1 
year,  the  remaining  2  being  15  &  17  months  old.  2  died  in  Aug- 
nst,  and  4  in  September,  and  their  deaths  took  place  1  at  Lowlands, 

3  at  Lower  Hopton,  1  at  Snakehill,  and  1  at  Northorpe.

I  will  again  give  you  the  number  of  cases  that  have  been 
notified  since  you  adopted  the  Act,  viz  :  Feby.  ist,  1890 
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Wate  — The  Towns  Water  has  been  very  plentiful  during  the 
year.  There  have  been  no  complaints  of  Lead  Poisoning.  1'he 
Water  does  not  now  appear  to  dissolve  lead  to  any  appreciable 
extent  ;  this  applies  only  to  the  cold  water.  Water  should  never 
be  drawn  from  the  hot  water  pipes  for  consumption. 

Crossley  Hospital. 

'Phis  Hospital  is  continuing  to  do  very  useful  work.  The 
building  has  been  kept  in  good  repair.  The  patients  are  very  well 
cared  for  by  the  Nursing  Staff. 

The  premises  as  you  know  are  being  enlarged,  or  rather  another 
building  is  being  erected  (which  will  be  quite  separate  from  the 
present  one)  for  the  treatment  of  Smallpox  cases.  The  cost  for 
Smallpox  is  so  very  great  that  the  Board  have  decided  to  build,  and 
treat  the  cases  themselves.  This  really  belongs  to  1904. 


'The  Sanitary  work  performed  during  1903  has  not  been  very 
much,  in  consequence  of  the  long  illness  of  your  late  Inspector, 
consequently  the  inspection  of  the  Factories  and  Workshops  has 
had  to  be  postponed.
